GREAT MEDICAL COA. 
GRESS IA LOA HOA 
London. Aug. 
6.—Seven 
thousand 
em inent 
physicians 
and 
surgeons, 
representing the allied professions of 
medicine and surgery in Europe, Am­ 
erica and other parts of the 
world, 
were present today 
at 
the 
formal 
opening of the seventeenth meeting of 
the International congress of Medi­ 
cine. The opening took place in Al­ 
b e rt Hall, where the 
delegates 
as­ 
sembled to listen to an address of 
greeting by the Duke of Connuaght. 
Sir Thomas Barlow, president of the 
congress, occupied the chair. Among 
those grouped about the president on 
the platform were a number of noted 
physicians and educators of the Unit­ 
ed States and Canada. 
The congress will continue its ses­ 
sions six days. For purposes of dis­ 
cussion and clinical demonstration it 
will be divided into numerous sections 
each of which will take up a separate 
branch of medical science. The pro­ 
gram is rem arkable in its range and 
comprehensiveness, and it deals with 
many m aters that have a lay as well 
as merely professional interest. E s­ 
pecial attention is to be given to dis­ 
eases of children. Radiology also will 
be a leading subject of discussion. 
Col. Gorgas and other American ser­ 
vice doctors will be especially prom­ 
inent in the section devoted to naval 
and military medicine. Col. 
Gorgas 
will address the congress on “San­ 
itary Organization in the Tropics,” on 
which subject he is regarded as one 
of the foremost authorities in the 
world. 


Bryan County is Organizing.

Francis J. Meek, sup­ 
ervisor of county branches and immi­ 
gration agent for the E. O. A. A., is in 
Durant assisting in the organization, 
and a message to President J. F. Dar­ 
by reports that more interests is be­ 
ing manifested in agriculture in Bry­ 
an county than ever before. For that 
reason he expects that today’s meet­ 
ing will result in an iron-clad county 
organization there.

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LOOKS VERY MITH LIKE COURTS 
MUST SETTLE THE WHOLE 
ROW. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., Aug. 
—Attor­ 
ney General West has replied to both 
the letter of Gov. Cruce and the let­ 
ter* of Lieut. Gov. McAlester regard­ 
ing dismissal of the suit before the 
supreme court affecting the state text 
book contracts, but the position tak­ 
en by that departm ent was not made 
public. 
It has been the attorney general’s 
opinion iii other instances that, while 
the governor might direct his depart­ 
ment to institute litigation, after once 
instituted his office has control of it, 
irrespective of the executive’s wishes 
The m atter of whether the governor 
has control of pardons until they are 
served on the penitentiary warden 
for the prisoner’s release, a position 
taken by Gov. Cruce, has not been 
placed before the 
legal 
departm ent 
for construction. -It is assumed that 
question will be the chief one in the 
contemplated actions for writs of ha­ 
beas corpus and then, the attorney 
general says, he will be prepared to 
handle it. 
Gov. Cruce is in receipt of letters 
from attorneys in the state suggesting 
that his position taken on the par­ 
dons is sound, and some of them went 
so far as to cite him what they deem­ 
ed to be controlling 
cases. 
These 
have been forwarded to the attorney 
general. 'Local attorneys, however, do 
not share the governor’s opinion. Uni­ 
formly they contend thai 
the 
con­ 
structive delivery of a pardon is all 
that is necessary to make it effective. 
Of course, it is admitted, should the I 
courts hold that the constitutional j 
section respecting the lieutenant gov-' 
ernor means what Gov. Cruce con- j 
tends it does, that being that the lieu­ 
tenant governor has no authority to 
act during the temporary absence of 
the governor from the state, then Col. 
McAlester^ attempted issuance of the 
pardons was not effective; neither 
was his approval of the textbook con­ 
tracts. 
It is Governor Cruce’s belief that 
he is governor from the state, as well 
as in the state, under the peculiar 
wording of the constitution, and that 
in the absence of restriction his acts 
or orders done while without the state 
would be legal in the state. Attor­ 
neys w riting him 
today 
also 
give | 
citations touching this phase of the 
controversy. 
It appears from the viewpoint of 
the governor that the presumed ap­ 
proval of the textbook contracts was 
■not so essential after all. If the 
book adoptions were not legally made 
then the governor’s nor the lieuten­ 
ant governor’s approval 
would 
not 
validate them. He is still relying up­ 
on the fact that he had powder to re­ 
move members of the state board of 
education and therefore he stopped 
the adoption. Should it be held by 
the court that the governor did have 
the right to remove, attorneys for 
the book companies said tonight they 
would not concede that the removal 
became effective when the governor 
entered his order. Their contention 
is that removal, 
as 
in 
that 
case, 
would only be effective when notice 
of such removal was actually deliv­ 
ered. 
Action on the hurried approval of 
the text book contracts Saturday night 
is not satisfactory, according 
to 
a 
large number of the letters and tele­ 
grams received by Gov. Cruce dur­ 
ing the last twenty-four hours. Two 
expressions came 
from 
Chickasha, 
State Superintendent Wilson’s home, 
condemning the action, and'pledging 
the governor moral 
support. 
Tele­ 
grams were also received by the gov­ 
ernor from a number of the book 
companies to which he sent telegram s 
Sunday advising that the" attempted 
approval of the contracts would not 
be recognized. Some of them say they 
will await the decision of the su­ 
preme court. One 
company 
advises 
that it will “await the court’s pleas­ 
ure and daylight methods,” 
while 
others say that they are not parties 
to the controversy and are in posi­ 
tion to serve books under either the 
1903 or the 1912 adoption. 
Opening of the public schools is un­ 
der direction of the local boards of 
education and also it devolves upon 
them to determine which set of books 
the ywlll use.

The election of Tuesday resulted in 


a sweeping victory for all five ques­ 


tions in Pontotoc county. The main 
interest centered around the amend­ 


ment to Sec. 9, Art. IX, and it scor­ 
ed the largest majority of all. With 
Jesse and Lovelady yet to hear from 
the vote stands 1,200 in favor of the 
amendment and 292 against. In Ada 
only 20 votes were cast against it 
and at Stonewall only 4. Of the sm all­ 
er boxes Owl Creek made it unani­ 
mous on all five questions. At Bebee 
Center and Knox only one opposing 
vote was registered. 
Of the other questions the miner’s 
law, No. 47, the vote was 1139 against 
and 257against. No. 57, the school tax 
distribution question, received 1,057 
and 260 in the negative. On No. 58, the 
township abolition question, the vote 
was 1,114 to 311. On No. 60, the prop­ 
osition to reduce the size of the board 
of agriculture, the vote was 1145 and 
228. At Lightning Ridge, Dolberg and 
Sunshine no election was held. 
It will be noted from the above fig­ 
ures that less than half the normal 
vote of the county was polled. This 
condition seem s to

throughout the state.

He 
achieved notable success and in time 
became the richest man in Canada,
